Leader of Re-organized Church of 
Latter Day Saints is Very Old 


HIS SON WILL SUCCEED HIM 


General Conference of the Church is to 


be Held Next Week—Important 
Revelations Expected 


Kansas City, Mo. Mareh 31.—The 
general conference of the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints will be held in Independence, 
a suburb, April 6th, and on that same 
day Joseph Smith, son of the Prophet 
Joseph, who founded Mormonism, will 
celebrate his Soth anniversary as the 
head of the Mormon church. 

The 200,000 members of that church 
are looking forward with great inter- 
est to the day, for they expect that 
the anniversary will bring. some rev- 
elations of the utmost importance. It 
would not be surprising if one of the 
revelations directed the retirement of 
the venerable president and the suc- 
cession of his son, I'rederick M, Smith, 
grandson of the prophet, upon whom, 
in recent years, has fallen a large 
share of his father’s work, because of 
the ill-health of the elder Smith.
